Oysters in Algeria Have Faculty of 
Adaptability to Surroundings. 


The interesting discovery has been 
made, according to a consular re- 
port from Algeria, of the adapta- 
bility of the oyster to change ‘in its 
surroundings. The inspector of fish- 
eries in the Arzew district states 
that he found that as the result of 
the slow closing of the mouth of the 
river La Maca by a sand-bar the 
edible oyster had almost completely 
adapted itself to an existence in 
fresh water.

It would seem 
from this, adds the inspector, that 
the adaptability of the oyster to 
changes in its surroundings—pro- 
vided this takes place slowly—is 
very great, a fact that augurs well 
for the success of oyster farming.

The Revenue Decrease 


Documentary evidence laid before 


Parliament shows a decrease of nearly 
five millions in the revenue for the 
year, which, taking into consideration 
the world-wide depression, constitutes 
an excellent showing. 

The total revenue for the year was 
$160,488,538, as compared with $165,- 
528,187 for last year. 

The total expenditure on consoli- 
dated fund was $102,221,13 as com- 
pared with $95,625,013 last year, an in- 
crease of six and a half millions. 

The expenditure on capital account 
was $51,233, 13t,as compared with $25,- 
758, 460. ° 

The increase in capital expenditure 
on public works was about nine mmil- 
lions, but railway subsidies jumpec 
from a little ander five millions in 1b12- 
12 to nineteen millions in 1913-1. 

The total expenditure on consolidat- 
ed and capital account Was some one 
hundred and fifty three millions, leav- 
ing a balance on the right side of the 
ledger of seven millions. 

Excise revenue showed a slight in- 
crease. The postal revenue increased 
nearly a million dollars, while there 
was also an increase in the railways 
and canals and public works depart- 
ments of half a million dollars. Mis- 
cellaneous revenue showed an increase 
of two million dollars.

GREETED EXILE IN SIBERIA. 


Woman of Seventy Who Suffers in 
the Cause of Freedom. 


‘“Babushka,’’ the Russian word|- 


for “little grandmother,’’ is the 
half-endearing, half-respectful namé 
applied by revolutionaries to Mme. 
Katherine Breshkovsky, whose re- 
cent attempt to escape from her 
living tomb in Siberia created such 
a stir. 

A large number of Russian refu- 
gees in London assembled recently 
to celebrate ‘Babushka’s’’ seven- 
tieth birthday, and a wonderful 
story was unfolded by numerous 
speakers, marshalled by M. Karpo- 
vitch, himself a celebrated revolu- 
tionary, who escaped from Siberia 
a few years ago. 

Though born in a well-to-do fam- 


lily, and married to a Liberal’ land- 
owner, Mme. Breshkovsky did not | °F 


hesitate to forsake her husband and 
her children to enter the ranks of 
the first ‘“‘propagandists’’ among 
the peasantry. That was in the 
early seventies. 

For doing this she was arrested, 
kept in prison for three years, and 
then arraigned with 193 others be- 
fore a special tribunal, which sent 
her to the Siberian mines for four 
years. In 1881 she made her escape, 
but was caught and sentenced once 
more to four years’ hard labor, 
with subsequent settlement in 5i- 
beria for life, 

But no amount of hardship and 
vile treatment could break her in- 
she 
simply took the train back to Rus-

Her arrest in 1907 followed on the 
denunciation of the notorious spy 
and agent-provocateur Azeff.  Ar- 
raigned once more—this time. with 
M. Nicholas Tehaykovsky—she was 
condemned in 1910 to banishment to 
Siberia.. Though an old woman, 
broken in health, she made a daring 
attempt to escape in December last.

Signs of Their Disappearance in the 
West. 


The dictionary defines a prairie 
as ‘‘a level or rolling tract of tree- 
less land- covered with coarse 
grass.’’ Strictly speaking, then, the 
prairies no longer exist in Canada 
except locally, for there are no 
longer any large areas exempt from 
settlement and the settlers through- 
out i West have. already been 
supplied by the Dominion Forestry 
Branch, with \over 24,000,000 trees, 
all of which have been planted and 
most of which are growing up in 
the form of woodlota and shelter- 
belis.. So successful. have been 
these plantations and eo great has 
the demand for trees grown, that 
the Indian Head Nursery Station, 
which has an annual capacity of ap- 
proximately three million trees, can 
no longer supply this demand, and 
it has been necessary to establish a 
branch nursery at Saskatoon,

Britain Have Lost. 


Eighty-seven. million dollars in 
wages hayé been lost by the work- 
ingmen of the United Kingdom in 
the past ten years on acopunt of 
stoppage due to industrial disputes 
of all kinds, according to statistics 
prepared from the Government 
Board of Trade returns, supple- 
mented by details furnished by 
union leaders in the principal 
trades. ele 

Against this figure is placed a net) 
gain in wages as the result of.such 
disputes of $13,600,000. Also, it is 
estimated that the laboring classes 
as a whole have secured advances 
in wages in the sanie period aggre- 
gating $75,000,000, but the greater 
proportion of these have been ob- 
tained through the medium of work- 
ing agreements -and conciliation 
boards. 

Fifty per cent. of the strikes of 
the past ten years have been won by 
the employers, 25 per cent. by the 
workers, and the other 25 per cent, 
were compromised.
